This indicates 
that a close alliance between the Un- 
ion Pacifie and the Northwesterh and 
St. Paul roads is contempiated. The 
Vanderbilts have long been anxious 
to secure a foothold west of the Mis- 
sissippi river and gain an independent 
outlet for their system of roads to the 
Pacific Coast, and it is not likely they 
will be content with the Union Pacific, 
but that they mean to acquire other 
important railway systems west of the 
rocky mountains. A contest is said 
to be now in progress between the

Denver & Rio Grande road, with the 
prospect that the Vanderbilts will 
carry off the plum. If the Vanderbilts 
succeed in getting the Rio Grande, it 
is believed their next move will be to 
secure control of the Southern Pacific, 
and there are no serious obstacles in 
the way of their getting it. With this 
road in their control the Vanderbilts 
would be able w dictate terms to all 
other lines, so far as through traffic 
between the Atlantic and Pacitic is con- 
cerned.» .

New York, Aug. 29.—The Herald 
this morning devotes a page to Chilean 
news. Its Valparaiso dispatch of the 
28th says Balmaceda’s army was 
crushed at Vino Del Mar after five 
hours fighting, and scattered beyond 
al. hope of re-organization. The in- 
surgents took position on the hills an:

and Alzerreca, and routing the troops. 
Five thousand were killed and wound- 
ed.

In this pool gorgeous gold 
fishes, golden ides, golden tench and 
‘other fishés will disport. From the ro- 
itunda one side of the larger series of 
aquaria may be viewed. These will be 
ten in number and wil! have a capacity 
of 7,000 to 27,000 gallons of water. 

Passing out of the rotunda by the en- 
tances a great corridor or gallery is 
lreached where on one hand can be 
viewed the opposite side of the series of 
great tanks and on the other a line of 
tanks somewhat smaller, ranginy from 
750 to 1,500 gallons eaehin co acity. 
The corridor or gallery is about ti ‘teen 
feet wide. The entire leneth of the 
glass fronts of the aquaria will be about 
575 feet or over 3,000 square feet of su7- 
face. They will make a pano:ama 
never before seen in any exhibition, 
and will rival the great permancnt 
aquariums of the world not only in size 
but in all other respects. 

The total water capacity of the 
aquaria, exclusive of reservoirs, will be 
18,725 cubic feet, or 140,000 gallons. 
This will weigh 1,192,425 pounds, or al- 
most 600 tons. Of this amount about 
40,000 gallons will be devoted to the 
mariuc exhibit. In the entire salt 
'wetor circulation, including reservoirs, 
Luere will be about 80,000 gallons. The 
pumping and distributing plant for the 
marine aquaria will be constructed of 
vuleanite. The pumps will be in dupli- 
cate and will each have a capacity of 
8,000 gallons per hour. The supply of 
sea water will be secured by evaporat- 
ing the necessary quantity at the 
Wood's hall station of the United States 
fish commission to about one-fifth its 
bulk, thus reducing both quantity and 
weight for transportation about 80 per 
cent. The fresh water required to re- 
store: it to its proper density will be 
supplied from Lake Michigan. In 
transporting the marine fishes to Chi- 
cago from the coast there will also be 
an addition of probably 3,009 gallons of 
pure sea water to the supply on each 
trip.

ARCTIC VOLCANO. 


Used for an Incabator by the Birds 
im the Ice Fields. 


In the interest of science, Captain 
Hooper of the Government steamer 
Corwin has written a letter to Pro- 
fessor Davidson concerning volcanic 
action at Bogoslov Island. The sub- 
stance of his letter is as follows: 

The rock has changed’ very much 
since last reports. The connecting 
neck of land (between the old and 
new Bogoslov) bas sunk, and also Sail 


Rock, and there are now two separate 
island, with deep water between then. 
The new rock continues to steam and 
splatter. itis more of the nature of 
a geyserthan a volcano. It has no 
real crater, neither does it discharge 
lava and cinders. Its exhalation is 
more like steam. We distinctly saw 
it. The stop of the island is seldom 
visible, being always enveloped in 
this cloud of steam and smdéke. The 
highest poiut measured was 221 feet 
above the sea, although there is a 
peak that ie much bigher, as the smoke 
blown away, exposing itto view 
for an instant. 

The island is wearing away very 


fast under the continued influence of 


weathet and theinternal heat. When- 
eyer the rock is sufficiently cool the 
plucky little murre deposits her huge 
mottled-greep egg upon any project- 
ing point, until the island resembles 
a gigantic incubator.

the principal object, is thé last in order. 
For Cardinal Lavigerie proposes that, 
inste:d of proselytism preparing the 
ground for the seeds of civilization, it 
is the elements of civilization which 
are to prepare the ground for the seeds 
of Christianity. Civilization will act as 
forerwoer instead of following in the 
wake of the Gospel. , 

The headquarters of the order are at 
Biskra, on the Algerian borders of the 
great Sahara desert, and were solemn- 
ly consecrated by Cardinal Lavigerie in 
the carly part of lastmonth. The name 
of the spot is M'salla, which is the Ara- 
bic designation for a ‘*place of prayer.” 
The estate contains a planta- 
tion of palms in full bearing, and is 
traversed in part by a smal! irrigating 
canal, which is the share of the pre- 
cious fluid it is entitled to from the 
neighboring town. Great stretches of 
ground are. however, uncultivated for 
want of water, and measures have 
already been taken for its reclamation 
by the creation of an artificial supply. 

A well was sunk toa depth of fifty- 
three meters, the water of which, de- 
clared to be practically inexhaustible, 
rises naturally to within thirty-two me- 
ters of the mouth of the well, and is 
thence raised, by pumps to the surface. 


_A second well has also been dug in or- 
_ der to provide auxiliary resources. 


The monks will, therefore, be trained 


- inthe methods of Saharian culture as 


well as the use of arms, while the 
neighborhood of the illimitable tracks 
of the desert will enable them to ac- 
quire the more savage accomplishments 
of.camel-riding and hunting by prac- 
tice. t 

The house, occupying ap area of seve 
enty meters by ten, with the kitchens 
and offices yin outbuildings, has the 
ground floor solidly built of stone, 
instead of the sun-dried mud bricks 
generally used by the Arabs. The 
choice of Biskra for the headquarters 
of the order is a fortunaté one, for 
the town, which is situated in an oasis, 
commands one of the principal routes 
of the Soudan. The town proper is 
composed of one large street full of Eu- 


ropean houses, and intersected by a | 


number of smaller streets. The oasis, 
which is five kiometers long and o half 


a kilometer broad, forms a forest of one | 


hundred and fifty thousand palm trees 
and five thousand olive and fruit trees. 
The population is cosmopolitan, and in- 
cludes Freach, Tunisians, Arabs, Moors 
and Israelites.

THE WOLVES OF FRANCE. 


They Are Very Numerous, Bat It Is Dim- 

eult to Kill Them. 
} J. J. Rousseau attributed any nat- 
ural superiority that England possessed 
over France to her freedom from wolves, 
writes a Paris sorrespondent. In 18389 
five hundred and fifteen wolves were 
killed in France, and the bounties paid 
for their on amounted to thir- 
ty-six francs, or nearly 
seventy franes per head. The reward 
varies, following the age, the sex and 
the “antecedents” of the wolf. The or- 
dinary sum is forty francs; if a she- 
wolf is young, one hundred and fifty 
francs; fora wolf that has attacked a 
human being, two hundred francs. 
| Most wolves were killed—eighty-two 
and seventy-six—in the departments 
of the Dordogne and Charente. Under 
the ancient regime the lieutenant for 
the destruction of the wolves was an 
important functionary. To-day he is 
the largest landed proprietor in the 
| forest district chosen by the prefect, and 
_who binds himself to keep a pack of 
wolf hounds, ete., to hunt down the 
wolves in December and March. In re- 
turn the proprictor is allowed two days’ 
free shooting per month in the govern- 
ment forests. The wags say the lieu- 
tenants are the natural friend of the 
wolves, in order’ vw uphoid their sport- 
ing rights. It is difficult to run to 
earth an old wolf, because the animal 
can run its one hundred miles ata pinch 
in asingle night The Prince dJoin- 
ville has the best paek of wolf-hounds 
in France. Anyone who captiires a 
wolf; no matter by what means, has 
only to bring the ears and right fore- 
paw to local mayoralty to receive the 
reward. The ears are then slit to* pre- 
vént a second presentation and the paw 
is nailed against the office wall and 
registered.
